HISTORY OF PROJECT AREA 


The planning process for Project Area No. 1] began on 
October 12, 1971 when Resolution No. 71-150 was adopted 
designating the survey area. 


The original plan was approved on December 20, 1971 with the 
adoption of Council Ordinance 71-205. There were two subse- 
quenteamendments. to this original Pian. . The City -Gouneun 
approved the two amendments with the adoption of Ordinance 
74-288 and 74-289 on February 4, 1974 which changed the 
boundaries and the methods of financing. 


In 1981/82 the City began the process of updating the 1971 
General Plan (including the Redevelopment Plans). At this 
time a third amendment to the Redevelopment Plan was also 
undertaken. After lengthy review by the Project Area 
Committee, Citizen's Advisory Committee, Environmental 
Commission, Parks and Recreation Commission, and Planning 
Commission, the General Plan was substantively revised. 
ThesRedevelopment Plan revisions were-approved on December Zi, 
TOSIawethe the adopt 1onc0i. Ordinance Si-5/9.) Tmusmeext- in. 
corporates all of the above amendments.

The Agency; by law, is not authorized to acquire real 
property owned by public bodies without the consent of 
such public bodies.

The 
Agency shall have the right to impose on all public 
bodies the Planning and design controls contained in 
the Plan to insure that present uses and any future 
development by public bodies conform to the require- 
ments of this Plan. Any public body which owns or 
leases property in the Project Area will be afforded 
all ‘the privaleves of owner and) tenant: participation 
Lf suchgpub lie body as *willine to enter anto ampertic- 
ipation agreement with the Agency.
